Dear Allen: 

FoV Kohler recently suggested ttuat a study of Khrushcl, ev's 
military and strategic concepts be prepared ir. time to be of use 
in the preparation of the US position for the - aunirn.it confer ence* 

He mentioned no specific deadline, but I think, that mid-February 
would probably be satisfactory to him as a completion date* 

We feel that, a study of this kind would be uflefuL As w* 
a»e it, the paper might- htart by identifying the main themes that 
run through Khrushchev* s remarks on military and strategic mat- 
ters, and then attempt to ascertain tfc.e real nature of his con- 
cepts, taking obvious tactical purpose into account and comparing 
hi* statements with 1) Soviet military doctrine, 2) the Soviet atti- 
tude toward war and peace in the advancement of communist power, 
and 3) our ideas of military realities. 


We are in soatne doubt, however, as to whp would beat under- 
take the job* A number of Khr uahchev's statements, such as his 
remarks about the vulnerability of navies to missile attack, must, 
of course, be Judged primarily against the background of military 
intelligence and technical considerations. # On the other hand, an 
intelligease assessment of Khrushchev's remark* on military and 
strategic subjects involves many considerations of a non-military 
nature. 


For obvious reasons we do not think that INR should under- 
take the job unilaterally. At the same time, I am afraid, that the 
paper might become overly diffused ft drafted on s community basis.
